blick Bleſſings and Public Judgments,as they 
P are pins - For for D = of Gods 

Favour, or intimations of his Reſentments 
on a Community or Nation, ſo have they ordina- 
rily been follow d with very different recognit ions 
in the Hearts and Actions of thoſe People, Who 
have found themſelves concerned in the happy 
Enjoyment of the former, or direful Conſequen- 
ces of the later; Theſe, ſuitably to rhe black Im- 
preſſions they are wont to make on the Minds of 
B Men, 
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Men, have been uſually commemorated with 
Sackcloth and Aſhes, with renting of Gar and 
afflicting of Souls, with all that diſmal Pop that 
can be ſuggeſted to Imaginations beclouded with 
Apprehenſions of Tragedy and Horror; Whillt, 
Thoſe on the other ſide, ſtriking on us Ideas of 
a quite contrary Character, have been juſtly ſo- 
lemnized with all imaginable Demonſtrations of 
Thankfulneſs and Joy, whether outward or in. 
ward: That this 1s ſo, I need not run to thc 
Heathen Altars or Sacrifices for Evidence; no: 
ſhall I muſter up their Hymns, or their Vows, 
or Inſcriptions to their Gods on ſuch occaſions 
as theſe, ſince the Inſtitution of Feſtivals and 
Faſts, as well in the Chriſtian as the Jewiſh 
Church, may ſufficiently warrant my Aſſertion: 
But now, How laudable ſoever theſe Cu- 
{toms were in their Riſe, and how agreeable to 
the Natures of the things themſelves: Yet, if 
we ll lock back to the Obſervation of ſuch Times, 
whether of Humiliation orT hanksgtvmg,'twillappear 
upon a very ſcanty Reflection, that the Anni ver- 
ſary Celebrations of ſome of each of theſe Days, 
have within the Compaſs of no long Period, de- 
generated as far from their original Solemnitics, 
as they are diſtant from each other in their Deſig- 
nations or Ends.

teſtable Ingratitude towards God, with reſpect i 
to the ineſtimable Benefits conferr'd on us this day, 4 
as to be like the Fews in the Wilderneſs, who | 
| loath'd the diviner Diſpenſation of Angels Food, "yl 
or Manna from Heaven, in compariſon of the Cu- 
cumbers, and Leeks, the Onions, and Garlick of 
Egypt: 

Yet ſince there is a mixt Mulcitude amongſt 
us, who inſtead of tranſmitting down God's Mer- 
cies to the lateſt Poſterity, as the Pſalmiſt ad- 
viſes, P[al. 78. 6. endeayour rather as much as | 
in them lies to hide them from the Generations to 
come; A faithleſs and ſtubborn People, who whilſt 
they ſhould ſhew their Children the Honour of the Lord, 
the mighty and 2 Works of this Day's bleſſed 
Revolution, ſeem by their hard Speeches, and 
contemptuous Reflexions on that amazing Re- 
ſtauration, to queſtion whether the Lord has been 
among ſt us, or not, I ſhall therefore as a proper

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Entertainment, endeayour to ſhew you, with 
all the brevity and plainneſs I can from the

1, What Days muſt be look d upon as ſuch 
which the Lord bath made. 

2. What is the Duty of all good Chriſtians 
on ſuch Days: And 

3. As a ſuitable Application to the obſtinac of 
the Perſons mentioned, that this Anniverſary 
appointed by Act of Parliament to be kept ſo- 
lemn to all ſucceeding Ages, is ſuch a Day as the 
Lerd hath made; and by Conſequence, That We, 
They, and all the People of- the Three King. 
doms ought to rejoice and be glad in it. 

1. I am to ſhew, what Days are to be look d 
upon as ſuch which the Lord hath made; This is 
the Day, faith the Pſalmiſt, which. the Lord hath 
made : | 

Now, though it muſt be granted as unque- 
{tionable a Truth, that every Day in the Weck 
or in the Lear, is a Day of the Lord's making, as 
that he ſaid, Let there be Light, or that he put 
the Sun into the Firmament to rule the Day: Yet ſome 
Days may be ſaid to be mare eſpecially His, whe- 
ther ſer apart by Divine or Humane Inſtitution , in 
remembrance of Mercies vouchſated to His 
Church or People: Such was that Day appoin- 


ted |

ted by God Himſelf to be kept Holy, when He had 
ain all the firſt-born of the Egyptians, and ſpa- 
red the Iſraelites, ſaying unto Moſes and Aaron, 
| This day ſhall be unto you for a Memorial; and you 
| ſhall keep it a Feaſt to the Lord throughout your Gene- 
rations : Tou ſhall keep it a Feaſt by an Ordinance for 
wer: Such was the day which Eſther the Queen 
| commanded to be kept amongſt the Jews, as a day 
if Gladneſs and Feaſting, a good Day, and of ſending 
jortzons one to another, on which they reſted from their 
Fnemies; and which ſhe confirmed wit. all Au- 


thority, as a Day to be remembred and kept throughout 
| every Generation, every Fanuly, every Province, and 


every City, according to the appointed time every Tear, 
| ſo as it ſhould not fail from among the Jews, Vor 
| the Memorial of it periſh from their Seed : Such 


were all the other Feſtivals in the old Teſta- 
ment, too many here to be enumerated : and ſuch 


was that which gave occaſion to the words of my 
Text; Which, whether it did not deſerye to be cc-- 


lebrated in a very extraordinary manner, Let thoſe 


judge who will conſider the difficult circumſtan- 
ces King David had a long time laboured under, 
and how unexpectedly He was freed from them 


all, when he had had but ſlender proſpects of 
being delivered from any: Saul and Iſhboſheth his 
deadly Enemies who had long thruſt ſore at him,

were fallen themſelves; Thoſe ten Tribes who had 
kept him in on every fide by revolting with 4bre 
from their Allegiance, had fo fully returned to 
their obedience, That the ſame ſtone which the Bull. 
ders refuſed, was become the Head ſtone of the Corner 
and the Philiſtines with thoſe other Nations which 
came about him lite Bees, and compaſſed him 
round, were wholly deſtroyed, or extinct as the 
Fire amongſt the Thorns : This, I ſay, was good King 
David's Caſe; And what could He do lefs, who 
by the ſurprizing Methods of Providence was ful- 
ly inſtated in his Kingdom, enjoyed a firm quiet 
in his own Breaſt, had fair promiſes of a laſting 
Peace at Home, and obtain'd a deſirable V icto- 
ry over his Neighbouring Nations, than cry out, 
that ſince twas the Lord's Right Hand that brought 
theſe mighty things to paſs, Since the Lord alonehad 
become hes ſtrength and Salvation : what could He 
do leſs I ſay than make the Lord his Song (as He 
goes on in the following Ve bis il the Lord's 
Hes; bis is the 
day which the Lord hath made : and ſo order it to 
be kept Holy among his People, and that Annu- 
ally too, as may not improbably be conjectured 
from the nature of this Hymn; wherein King Da- 
vids circumſtances are typical of the Meſſiah s, and 
thence highly neceſſary to be remembred ; WY

| ſet apart for God's Solemn Service one day in 7 as

Now by rejoycing and being glad, (Phraſes fre- 
- quently met with in other places of Scripture) is 
here principally meant, The returning Publick 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving to Almighty God for 
ſaving Him from the Hands of his Buemiesc, and de- 
livering Him from his cruel Adverſaries: King David 
indeed was at at all times fo ſenſible of his obli- 
gation to this Duty, That He was not ungrate- 
ful for the leaſt private vouchſafement, much 
leſs for Publick Mercies : Uponthe ſence of them 
He is immediately buſie in meditating and en- 
ee" 11%; gaging on expreſſions of Thankfulneſs. What ſhall 
„ A render, faith he, to the Lord for all His Benefits: 
I will take the Cup of Salvation, and call onthe Name 
of the Lord: I will 7 my Vows unto the Lord, nw 
in the preſence of all his People, in the Courts of the 
Lord's Houſe, m the midſt of thee, O Jeruſalem : He 
knew well as a Prophet, that God would kind- 
ly accept of this his grateful Recognition, To

Praiſe the Lord O 
Jeruſalem, Praiſe thy God O Sion; For he hath 
ſtrengthned the Bars of thy Gates; He hath bl:ſſed 
thy Children within thee ; He maketh Peace in thy Bor- 
ders: And more particularly in the Pſalm before 
us, He calls upon all orders of Men about Him, 

To the Princes and Magiſtrates, To the Prieſts 

and People, that they would unanimoully joyn 

with him in Honovring the Lord for the late Publick 
Bleſſings beſtow'd on them, and ſhew forth all his 
Praiſe : Let Iſrael now confeſs that He is gracious, , 
and Hrs Mercy endureth for ever; Let the Houſe of 
Aaron now confeſs that He is gracious, and that His 
Mercy endureth for ever 

And indeed there is no Practice more ancient 
and univerſal, none better warranted by Eccle- 
ſiaſtical or other Hiſtories, than this of praiſing 
God for the Feſtauration of Peace and Proſperity : 
So early as Abrabam's days, when the good old Pa- 
triarch had. got the better of Four Kings, we find 
him immediately in the Company of Me/chiſedech „ 
the Prieſt of the moſt High God, Who BlAſſed 19. a0. 
Abraham, and the moſt High God for deli vering 
His Enemies into his hands: The Songs of Moſes, ew. is.

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we cannot but call to mind that noted Paſſage of 
: cn. King Jehoſophat s Story, who upon the defeat of the

People together, and did fo folemnly and pub. 
lickly give Thanks to God, that this remarkable 
Tranſaction gave a new Name to the Place, 
which was called the Valley of Berachah, or che 
Valley of Bleſſing for ever after: Nay, tis re- 
veal'd to us, that the Inhabitants of Heæven are 
employed in this Divine Exerciſe of Praiſing God 
for Victory over the Enemies of His Church: 
T heard ſaith St. John a great Voice of much People in 
Heaven, ſaying Alleluja, Salvation, and Glory, 
and Honour, and Power to the Lord our God; For true 
and righteous are his Judgments And they are de- 
ſeribed to us moreover, (which is very obſer- 
vable to the Honour of God's Church eſtabliſhed 
amongſt us, as holding in this particular alfo, a 
Communion with the Saints above.) that they do

ny other Methods of acknowledging Victory, Sc- 
| curity, or the like, to proceed from the Gods: 
| They either gave up che Tenth of their Spoil to 


Or decreed publick and coſtly Sacrifices, Or th 
Erected Altars, with the Names and Titles of 
racy Gods by whom they thought they were aſſi- 
And have not we Chriſttans more abundant 
reaſon tobe as exemplar in this kind,who own our 
| ſelves in a more peculiar manner the Offspring of 
the Divinity,than-they could? and that in Him we 
lues we move, and hape our Being, and derive all our 
Happineſs from His Infinite Bounty ? Did they 
then upon a Victory obtain d abroad, ſolemnly de-

T hankggiving ; That Tribute and thoſe Objlations 
of our Lips which he ſo much delights in, and 


Did they laſtly, on any ſuch Advantages, Erect 
Altars inſcrib'd with the Names and Titles of 
thole Gods by whom they thought they were 
aſſiſted? Did they build Temples to Mars the 
Conqueror, Or Jupiter the Conſervator ? twould high. 
ly become us to dedicate ourſelves as Temples if 
the Holy Ghoft to that God, who has hitherto Pre- 
ſervea. us, and is indeed the Gzver of all the Vifti- 
ries. We can expect for the future. 

Having thus plainly and briefly ſhewn, what

do thou grant, O Bleſſed Jeu, That the ſurvi- 
vors all of them may lay to Heart, and be ſo 
toucht with a true ſenfe of their erroneous opi- 
nions and practices, that Sorrowing at length after 
a Godly manner, They may run thro' that whole 
Scale of Repentance which thy Apoſtle in his 
75th chap. of his Second Epiſtle at the 1160. verſe. 
tells us the Corinthians did, who ſided with the

lleqd : yes, what Holy Revenge will they exerciſe on 


their miſguided Conſciences by an utter renunci- 


ation of all ſuch Perſons and Pamphlets, as will ob. 


ſtruct the thorow Reformation of their Lives, and a 
full acknowledgment of this Days Bleſſing in the De- 
{;verance thereon wrought by God Almighty for 
them in the Happy Reſtauration of theRoya/ Famil/ 
But, to return to our ſelves, and haſten 
to a Concluſion : As the Reformation of their 


Ures will be effectual to their 7 hankegrivire : 


So ought our Thankegiving this day be no leſs et- 
fectual to the Reformation of our Lives: For un- 
leſs to the Praiſes of our Tongues we add the 
obedience of our Hearts, we offer only the Sacri- 


fice of Fools: inaſmuch as Praiſe is net comely in 
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the mouth of a Sinner; "tis not ſent him of that Lord, 
who is a purer Spirit than to accept of any thing 
wherein He beholds iniquity : If therefore we

And when had we juſter reaſon to forebode this 
Happineſs to theſe Nations, than when we behold 
ſuch 2 Prince ſwaying the Scepter of theſe King- 
doms, whoſe Royal or Perſonal Qualifications 
ſhould we enquire into a part, We might without 
flactery fay, that were She not by a Lineal Deſcent. 
intituled to it, She would make the moſt Glorious 3

penetrating Sagacity of Her Uncle King Charles [| 
in Her Councils, The admirable Frugality of Her 
Father King James II. as to Her Civil Liſt, The 
Zeal of King William for maintaining the Balance 
of Europe, and Her Siſter Queen Mary's concern 
for the welfare of the Reformed Religion as at 
preſent by Law eſtabliſhed amongſt us: When 
we ſee, I ſay, in the Queen at this day the ſe- 
veral Princely Virtues of Her Royal Relation;
